I take what I recognise ie e 
liberty in suggesting to you that you might be wall adrieed i* collecting what 
X thus far here not been able to get. Whet X here, if it interests you, is 
era liable to you. Among the things I here not been able to get that I hope to 
ultimately end I think may be worth your haring ere hie original end apparantly 
rehearsed broadcast on WFSV, Stooklo, XU., taped earlier that night end broad- 
cast about U p«m* OSf . Their phone la S18/&77-B»00. *d Lucht la manager. The man 
who aired the show la named Webber, h* told me the tape di »f appeared, immediately 
end mysteriously. Imeht has net replied to my written request for e dub of the 
tern# or to eerlous chargee 1 made. ®C7L, Although th* now deny it, worked with 
Skolnick In preparing hia "suit”. A reportar named Pehn did beginning at least 
tw® weeks prior to filing. &e participated In soma of their “olden interviews. 

He think* ell, but this ie not the ceee. (I beUere here Bolden me y elao be e 
victim.) Weft aired their "scoop" before the suit wee filed, which makes them, 
in a wey, more vulnerable. They first promised me tepee, then said I'd hove to 
eek in writing, and then my properly eacreseed letter wee returned marked 
"address unknown", which is e grim joke. 

My own interest in the Valles matter la known to you. The only 
additional information 1 went for my completed writing ie what A had already 
caked of y»u. I do hope you can supply it soon, for 1 raey feel 1*11 have to moke 
soma kind of response to these wild send awful things that ere getting extensive 
attention in that area. ?or example, the Daily Calumet had a vary large <nd 
tery black front-page banner heedline on the front pegs 4/7/70, on e story that 
among other things chargee the Secret Service with being pert of e conspiracy bo 
kill the President*
